The 600,000-member Japan 
Teachers Union announced after 
an “emergency meeting” yester- 
day that teachers throughout 
the nation wil suspend classes 
Wednesday in protest against 
the Government-proposed _ effi- 
ciency rating system and to ex- 
press their sympathy with the 
wage struggie of the Japan Fed- 
eration of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers. 


Governmen® spokesmen here 
openly accused the teachers 
union of being “leftist-inspired.” 


The union’s decision to launch 
a nationwide protest campaign 
was taken at a meeting of its 
eentral executive committee 
only a few hours after a fruit- 
less meeting between leaders of 
the Opposition. Socialist Party 
and the ruling Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party on the controver- 
sial efficiency rating system. 


The teachers union announced 
it ‘would also support the “ral- 
lies in defense of democratic 
education and against efficiency 
rating” that are scheduled to be 
held Wednesday .in 54 cities. 
These rallies will be sponsored 
by student councils of teachers 
colleges and universities. 


The Government has earlier 
gone on record as considering 
“sympathy strikes” illegal. This 
view was expressed last month 
when various coal mine Unions 
walked out, 

Meanwhile, Socialist Secretary

Soviet Sub-Based H-Missiles 
Can Wipe Out New York: CIA 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Russia can fire a missile armed 
with an H-bomb from a sub- 
yigrine 500 miles at sea and all 
put wipe out a city like New 
York, according to U.S. secret 
agents. 
~ This evaluation of Russia’s 
mnilitary might was one scrap of 
a-top-secret report made to the 
Senate Military Preparedness 
Subcommittee Wednesday by the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
The report shocked the seven 
‘senators who heard: it. 

One informant, who refused 
ause of his name, said the CIA 
told the senators that Russia 
now has the capability of laun- 
ching an intermediate range bal- 
listic missile (IRBM) with an 
atomic or hydrogen warhead 
from a submarine. He set the 
effective range at 500 miles, 

Another senator, who also 
heard the CIA report, said Rus- 
sia has already put the IRBM 


finto mass production “and ap- 
parently has them in quantity.” 


The Navy, it was reported, is 
sure that it can detect and cope 
with any large-scale Russian 
submarine movements which 
would foretell any major attack 
on the United States. 


Can Hit U.S. 
MOSCOW (INS)—The Soviet 
magazine New Times said 


Thursday that intercontinental 
ballistic missiles armed with 
hydrogen bomb warheads 
“which are presently only in 
the possession of the Soviet 
Union” can hit targets in U.S. 
territory.

There was no reply at all to 
the Cambridge question as to 
“how many stages were used in 
the rocket and what was the 
reflectivity of the final stage?” 

But it was made clear for the 
first time that Sputnik IT is us- 
ing ordinary silver-zine batter- 
ies with mercury-oxide ele- 
ments and not solar or nuclear 
energy, as has been speculated 
in the West. | 

—What information is being 
telemetered down from the 
satellite? Specifically, are you 
getting cosmic ray information? 

“The first Sputnik only trans- 
mitted information ‘on its in- 
ternal perimeter, temperature 
and pressure inside the con- 
tainer. 

“The second sputnik, in addi- 
tion to this, recorded temper- 
atures on the surface of the 
container; transmitted data on 
the intensity of shortwave radia- 
tion in various sectors of the 
solar spectrum and intensity of 
cosmic rays. This information 
was obtained by use of haogen 
meters.”

An authoritative Japanese 
Government source late last 
night refused to deny, and pri- 
vately admitted as correct, a re 
port by an Indonesian news- 
paper that the Jakarta Govern- 
ment had accepted Japan’s pro- 
posal that Indonesia's trade 
debt of $170 million be deduct- 
ed from the reparations pay- 
ments. 


The newspaper Suluh Indo- 
nesia, aS quoted by the Associa- 
ted Press, also’ claimed that 
Indonesia had agreed to pay- 
ment of the remaining pure rep- 
arations of $230 million in in- 
Sstalments over a 20-year period. 


Commenting on this passage, 
the same source said that the

The quasi- 
reparations will be offset by the 
same amount of Indonesian 
trade debt to Japan. 


The amount of economic coop- 
eration to be extended by Japan 
to Indonesia would total $400 
million as originally planned, 
the same sources said. 


These sources said Ataru Ko- 
bayashi, Government represent- 
ative visiting JaKarta, would

Drastic Switch Revealed 
In Sohyo Struggle Plan 


The General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo) yesterday 
decided on a struggle program 
for its contemplated “spring of- 
fensive,” which would switch 
emphasis from the Government 
and public corporation workers 
to workers in private indus- 
tries. ‘ 

The struggle program, decided 
at yesterday’s meeting of 5o- 
hyo’s standing executive com- 
mittee, will be formally adopt- 
ed by the general council after 
approval by the tactics commit- 
tee which is scheduled to meet 
today. 

According to the program, So- 
hyo plans to launch three waves 
of strikes for higher wages and 
a minimum wage system be- 
tween the end of February and 
the end of March next yea. 

These strikes will be spear- 
headed by the industrywide 
struggles of trade unions in pri- 
vate industries, , 

The struggles of Government 
and public corporation workers 
will be conducted according to 
a schedule carefully blueprinted 
by a tactical committee includ- 
ing experts on labor affairs, un- 
der the cover of the struggle 
of nongovernmental workers, 

It was explained that this 
about-face in the struggle policy 
stemmed from Sohyo’s self-criti- 
cal appraisal of its autumn and 
year-end struggles. 


It admitted that the trade} 


ernment enterprise workers, 
who stood in the forefront of 
these struggles, clashed head-on 
with the Government. 

This situation caused unnec- 
essary “frictions” with Govern- 
ment authorities, as in the case 
of National Railway workers in 
Niigata districts,. and ,brought 
public criticism upon the 
union, the program said. 

Amounts of wage increases to 
be demanded in the planned 
spring offensive will be decided 
for each industry later. 

As for the minimum wage 
system, the program urged that 
efforts should be concentrated 
on materializing a Socialist-pro- 
posed plan calling for ¥8,000 
for a 18-year-old worker, 

Other demands include: 

1. Retraction by the Govern- 
ment of disciplinary measures 
taken against Government and 
Government enterprise workers 
and granting them the right to 
strike;

Press Institute concluded its 
five-day Asian conference here 
by recommending better cove- 
rage of Communist China and 
by urging all Asian nations to 
remove any existing obstacles to 
the free flow of news, 


Conference participants said 
that some governments have 
prevented newsmen from going 
into Communist China and also 
noted that Communist China 
had not accepted many news- 
men who have applied for 
entry. 


The conference adopted a re- 
commendation urging govern- 
ments to permit newspapers 
and other news media to get 
their news from whatever 
sources they desired—and direct 
from world agencies if they de- 
sired rather than through local 
agencies. 


This proposal proved the 
most controversial of the con- 
ference and was strongly oppos- 
ed by several participants from 
India who expressed fear that 
it would weaken local national 
news agencies. Participants 
from other countries said that 
experience showed there was 
no basis for such fears and in 
fact cooperation by world agen- 
cies with national agencies had 
strengthened local agencies in 
many cases. 

Participants from the Philip- 
pines proposed that the next 
Asian conference be held in 
Manila. No final action was

He’said the offer was made in 
July on a train when he was re- 
turning home for the summer 
vacation. 

The third student said in the 
memo that a man by the same 
name, ‘but with a different title, 
approached him in May and 
gave him ¥500 for news on mov- 


ments of progressive elements in 
the prefecture. He promised to 
pay him ¥3,000 for a full tipoff. 

Bniversity authorities have 
protested the actions to the 
Yamagata Police Station and 
have also warned students in 
the university against supply- 
ing such information to the 
police. 

The Yamagata Police Station 
said Awano was accuainted 
with the student but that his 
association was as ‘a friend.” 

It said Awano discussed school 
problems with the student and 
that he also gave him ¥500 but 
that these actions stemmed 
from friendship rather than as 
part of his official police duties.

Plans Pushed 


To Promote 
Technology 


State Minister Matsutaro Sho- 
riki, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, told news- 
men yesterday that he was plan- 
ning to present to the next reg- 
ular Diet session a bill to or- 
ganize a science and technology 
committee hedded by a state 
minister. 

Shoriki said he intended to 
raise the status of this commit- 
tee to that of a ministry in the 
future, 

He also made public his inten- 
tion to establish an electronic 
engineering bureau within the 
Science and Technology Agency 
with the aim of developing elec- 
tronic engineering technology 
in an integrated manner. 

The Education Ministry, on 
the other hand, made public yes- 
terday its plan to promote edu- 
cation in scientific and tech- 
nological fields. 

According to this plan, about 


-|8,000 more engineers will be 


trained in three years beginning 
the next fiscal year. This num- 


ber of engineers is estimated to | * 


be needed by fiscal 1962 if facili- 
ties for technological education 
remain in the present state. 

For this purpose, 2,440 more 
students will be admitted to the 
engineering departments of na- 
tional universities and 920 more 
students will be enrolled at pub- 
lic and private universities dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. A con- 
siderable increase in Govern- 
ment subsidies will be made to 
these universities to help attain 
this goal. 

The ministry will also request 
the Government to appropriate 


| ¥28,100 million in the next fiscal 


budget which will be spent for 
increasing the number of pro- 
fessors and research institutes, 
improvement in experimenting 
facilities and other similar pur- 


poses.

Kyoto and Tokyo Students 


Rebuked for Disturbances 


KYOTO—The Kyoto University of Arts and Sciences an- 
nounced yesterday that one of its students was reprimanded 


and 15 others were lectured for 


disturbing order on the campus 


last Noy. 1*when an international campaign against nuclear 


weapons was held in Kyoto. 
School authorities said the 
students, all leaders of the 
school’s student self-govern- 
ment association, had tried to 
instigate a grand student strike 
by adopting a resolution Oct. 29. 


The resolution had urged 
all the students of the univer- 
sity to boycott lessons and 
participate in a Nov. 1 rally 
held by the prefectural chapter 
of the National Federation of 
Students’ Self-Government As- 
sociations (Zengakuren). 


The school authorities had 
ruled against the strike. 


The student federation chap- 
ter immediately protested 
against- the disciplinary meas- 
ures, as well as against similar 
punishment meted out to stu- 
dents of Doshisha University of 
Kyoto. Two Tokyo University 
students had been likewise 


‘punished Tuesday. 


Meantime, the Tokyo Univer- 
iy of Arts and Sciences re- 

primanded Joji Kubokura, chair- 
man of the university’s student 
self-government association, and 
24 other students for disturb- 
ing order on the campus by class 
rejection activities. 

The student association held 
an emergency rally yesterday to 
protest against the reprimanded 
measures. 

Two students of the Koganei 
college of the university began 
a hunger strike in front of their 
dean’s house for an indefinite 
period in a protest gesture, 

The two student self-govern- 
ment associations of the Tokyo 
and Kyoto Universities of Arts 
and Sciences decided to stage 
jointly a series of protest ac- 
tions starting today. 

Meanwhile, all students of 
the liberal arts department of 
Wakayama University were 
yesterday reported to be in the 
third day of their strike in 
protest against the school’s de- 
mand for dissolution of the self- 
government body. 

About 50 of them were re- 
ported to be picketing the 
entrances to the school, They 
were trying, unsuccessfully so 
far, to interview prefectural 
school authorities, besides 
planning to seek public signa- 
tures in their support.

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Transaction 
Law May Be 
Revised — 


Shigesaburo Maeo, Inter- 
fNnational Trade and Industry 
Minister, said yesterday Japan 
was considering settlement of 
the controversial issue of a 
trade agency to handle com- 
merce with Russia by revising 
the existing Export and Import 
Transaction Law. 


The issue of a unified trade 
agency to handle Russian trade 
has been attacked by Soviet 
trade delegates as restricting 
Japan's normal trade efforts 
with the Soviet Union. 


The issue is the sole stumbl- 
ing block to a successful con- 
clusion of a trade agreement 
between Japan and the Soviet 
Union. 


The revision of the trade 
transaction law is not being 
planned for the benefit of Rus- 
sia alone but will also be ap- 
plicable to other countries as 
well, Maeo said. 

He told reporters he wants to 
resume Japan-Communist China 
trade talks, which have been 
suspended since last month, at 
the earliest possible: date. 

He said an amendment to the 
existing Alien Registration Law 
was now being studied by the 
Government to exempt members 
of a permanent Communist Chi- 
nese mission from fingerprint- 
ing when they enter Japan. 

: On other matters, he said it 
Was agreed between him and 
Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Munenori Akagi that Japan will 
import 100 million sheets of Ko- 
rean laver by this December. 

But he said Korean laver wili 
not be put on sale until next 
April so that demand and sup- 
ply of Korean and Japanese 
laver may be adjusted.

ing to the Ministry of Finance. 
In order to rectify the exter- 
nal payments situation the Gov- 
ernment in May launched a 
number of vigorous economic 
measures. They were roughly 
divided into two major groups; 
ene aiming at discouraging im- 
ports directly, and the other at 
damping down import demands, 
Discouragement included the re- 
striction on the opening of im- 
port letters of credit, the 
tightening of import financing, 
and the raising of import secur- 
ity rates, while damping down 
embraced the upward revision 
of the Bank of Japan’s discount 
rates, subsequent to the previ- 
ous raise in March, for the pur- 
pose of tightening the domestic 
money market, and the rest- 
raints on public and private in- 
Vv. 3tments. 

Obviously, the impact of such 
stringent measures on the eco 
nomic life of the country prov- 
ed to be really serious. 


Operations Affected 

Had there been an effective 
finarcial mechanism working 
for foreign exchange transac- 
tions under which the Govern- 
ment could have curbed imports 
by controlling foreign currency 
financing, the external pay- 
ments crisis would have been 
averted with relative ease and 
at an early stage. 

The Bank of Tokyo, specializ- 
ing in foreign exchange busi 
ness, started to hold down the 
issuance of import credits in the 
early part of this year, and has 
ever since pursued the Govern- 
ment’s policy in a rigidly posi- 
tive manner. This has natural- 
ly had direct and profound ef- 
fects on the Bank’s foreign ex- 
change operation. 

As a result of the stringent 
economic countermeasures, the 
value of letters of credit issued 
in respec pf imports began to 
decline in June on a consider- 
able scale. 

In July exports and imports 
were nearly balanced on a let- 
ter of credit basis, and they rec- 
orded a surplus figure in Au- 
gust. The foreign exchange 
balance of payments also virtu- 
ally moved into a surplus in 
September. in addition, Japan 
purehased $125 million from the 
Internationai Monetary Fund. It 
is most gratifying, therefore, 
that against this dark back- 
ground there is now a prospect 
in sight of success in overcom- 
ing the external payments dif- 
ficulties with which this coun- 


j try is faced. 


Still Investing 

Under the impact of the eco- 
nomic policy the economic trend 
at home has assumed a fairly 
complicated aspect. According- 
ly, caution and vigilance are 
required in forecasting the fu- 
ture tendencies of external pay- 
ments arid basic economic con- 


ditions. 


Although indications are that 
industrial equipment  invest- 
ment will be reduced to a great- 
er degree than expected on ac- 
count of tight money situation 
prevailing, the fact is that with 
some emterprisers still proceed- 
ing with their investment pro- 
jects, investment activity in key 
industries as a whole remains 
consistently steady at a high 
level. 

Despite the credit restriction, 
it seems that consumer de- 
mands continued to be brisk in 
the meantime. 

Affected by the credit tighten- 
ing, industrial production wit- 
nessed a slow-down in its rate 
of growth, but there are scarce- 
ly any signs of its stagnation 
at this moment. 


On the other hand, it should| > 


be noted that the tight money 
measures have gone a long way 
in stemming the excessive ex- 
pansion in imports and produc- 
tion that touched off a boom in 
this country’s economic activity 
last year. 

Against this background, the 
wholesale price indices prepar- 
ed by the Economic Planning 
Agency showed a trend toward 
decline in April mainly for tex- 
tiles, metals and foodstuffs. 

Up until the middle of Au- 
gust they fell off steeply by 
more than 7 per cent on an 
average because of the credit 
restriction, but since then have 
continued to climb until recent-

ly, recording a reactionary rise 
of a little more than 3 per cent. 

Although the actual demand- 
supply situation on which the 
movement of wholesale prices 
depends is hard to grasp, it can 
he said that, in general, the ef- 
fect of the economic policies 
has been particularly notice 
able in the field of commodity 
transaction, but has not yet 
permeated deep into industrial 
production. 

Tight Money Continues 

Under the circumstances, a 
high level of fund requirements 
on the part of enterprisers has 
reasserted itself throughout the 
period under review. 

Despite the vigorous credit 
squeeze, bank advances showed 
a considerable expansion of 
more than ‘¥420,000 million, 
nearly equal to the figure for 
1956. On the other hand, the 
growth of bank deposits con- 
tinued at a low level, and con- 
sequently bank borrowings 
from the Bank of Japan regist- 
ered a phenomenal leap of 
¥280,000 million. 

Although the money market 
will the be somewhat relaxed 
with the third guarter of the 
current fiscal year setting in 
when the Governmen’s outlays of 
public finance fund exceed re- 
ceipts for seasonal reasons, it 
is generally presumed that the 
Government will continue to ex- 
ercise its tight money policy in 
view of the external payments 
difficulties and the economic 
uncertainties prevailing both at 
home and abroad. . . 

This suggests that both in- 
dustrial. and financial circles 
should adequately prepare 
themselves for the possible eco- 
nomic hardships that the con- 
tinued tight money policy may 
bring with it in the period 
ahead. 

In the field of foreign trade 
and foreign exchange transac- 
tions, their liberalizations has 
progressed steadily during the 
period this report covers. 

Bilateral clearing accounts 
with the Netherlands, Indonesia 
and the Philippines have been 
abolished, being replaced by 
cash settlements, furtherfnore 
the Dutch guilder has been add- 
ed to the list of foreign cur- 
rencies designated for the set- 
tlement of external accounts. 

The scope of export trade 
conducted on terms of docuw- 
ments against acceptance or 
cgainst payme... has been 
further extended to cover ex- 
port business with Middle East- 
ern countries. 

While the pound sterling was 
standing in a delicate position, 
it is we. .y of _eeial note 
that with effect from Sept. 25, 
the Government put an end to 
the Official practice of fixing 
forward exchange rates for the 
pound, and simultaneously dis- 
continued transacting sterling 
forward exchanges through the 
Foreign Exchange Fund Specia) 
Account. 

Only Exchange Bank 

With the situation for foreign 
exchange business developing 
in this way, the Bank of Tokyo, 
being fully aware of its vital 
mission, is once again remind- 
ed of its heavy responsibility 
as the only specialized foreign 
exchange bank in this country. 

No branch offices have been 
established abroad during the 
period reviewed here, but the 
Bank expects to open an over- 
seas office in Sao Paulo in 
January next year. 

However, it has dispatched a 

representative to Kuala Lum- 
pur, the capital of the Federa- 
tion of Malaya that became in- 
dependent in August of this 
year, 
The earnings the overseas 
offices realized between Aprii 
and September this year rec- 
orded a moderate increase over 
the preceding half’ year, but 
they somewhat declined for 
the home offices for the reason, 
as explained earlier, that the 
Bank took the lead in restrict- 
ing the opening of import 
credits in keeping with the 
Government’s import tightening 
policy so as to accomplish its 
mission as the specialized for- 
eign exchange bank, and that 
the cost of business fund soared 
considerably owing to the cred- 
it restriction, 

Yet, setting aside an adequate 
amount for amortization and 
reserves, the Bank raised a net 
profit of ¥571 million, a slight 
decrease of ¥32 million com- 
pared with the previous term, 
which nevertheless, enabled it 
to pay a dividend of 10 per 
cent.

British Wrappings 
Alleged Copied 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
John Peyton (Conservative) ask- 
ed the President of the Board of 
Trade, Sir David Eccles, in the 
House of Commons Thursday, if 
he would take steps to protect 
British manufacturers and ex- 
porters from unfair competition 
arising out of the use by Japa- 
nese firms of wrappings which 
are precise copies of those 
designed and used by British 
manufacturers. 

Sir David replied: Our. law 
and the law of most countries, 
including Japan, provide means 
by which manufacturers can 
protect themselves against un- 
fair’ competition of this kind, 
particularly when their trade 
marks or registered designs 
have been copied. ir a numbe- 
of cases of copying by factories 
in Japan, the authorities and 
trade ‘associations there have 
taken effective action and we 
are always prepared to take up 
such cases with them. 

Peyton asked if Sir David 
would look at a case which he 
would send him. -He declared 
there were instances not only 
of the same design being used 
but also improper use of the 
firm’s name as well. 

“This amounts to an unwar- 
rantable and scandalous breach 
of international trading stand- 
ards,” said Peyton. 

Sir David said he would look 
at any information Peyton 
cared to send him.

Upon receipt of the letter, 
Shibata sent a cable of protest 
to the Hongkong company, 
which promptly replied that 
“the Japanese patent law is not 
applicable in Hongkong.” 

Shibata said the alleged piracy 
was in defiance of an interna- 
tional agreement on the protec- 
tion of designs and commodities.

Seized in H’kong 

A large Tokyo fountain pen 
company has had 365 dozens of 
its products impounded by the 
Hongkong Government on a 
British copyright violation 
charge, it was reported Thurs- 
day. 

The Japanese maker is the 
Swan Fountain Pen Co. which 
has been ag tephony, 3 12,000 dozen 
pens yearly to the British Crown 
Colony. The company had had 
its trade mark registered in 
Hongkong before the Pacific 
War. After the war, however, 
it failed to renew the registra- 
tion because of the complex pro- 
cedure required. 

The trouble arose las: March 
when the B. Swan Co. of Lon- 
don, a leading British fountain 
pen producer, complained to 
Hongkong authorities against 
what it considered plagiarism of 
its name.

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New Middle East Tensions 


While Soviet Russia has been threatening Turkey, 
Syria is telling Israel that it has its eye fixed on its pro- 


ceedings. 


Syrian Foreign Minister Salah Bitar on Wednesday 
warned Israel that any “anti-Jordan” aggression would be 


regarded as directed against Syria. 


“Syria will rush to 


Jordan’s aid the moment any such aggression occurs” added 
Bitar, who insisted that Arabs should shelve their “family 
differences” and stand united when the Israeli threat was 


at stake. | 


This statement. made despite the fact that relations 
between Syria and Jordan have been distinctly unfriendly, 
confirms one in the belief that the existence of Israel is 
the chief unifying factor in Arab politics and that the 
Arab states generally are not thinking of relieving Middle 
East tensions by coming to an agreement with the Israelis, 


The new tensions following a shooting incident at the 
Syrian frontier and two encounters close to the Israeli- 
Jordanian armistice line plus Jordan’s-continued refusal to 
let convoys bound for Mount Scopus pass with supplies for 
the Israeli police in that area have caused an Israeli spokes- 
man to say the situation “really is very serious.” 

United Nations Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold 

“has now the task of trying to smooth over this exacerbation 
of strains, but it is doubtful whether he will be able to 
achieve any permanent improvement so long as the basic 


issues remain unsolved. 


These issues are the refusal of the Arabs to recognize 
that the state of Israel has come to stay and the perhaps 
not altogether unfounded suspicion that the Israelis are 
not wholly content with their present extent of territory 
and may at some time in the future seek to extend it. So- 
viet Russia’s recent actions in the Middle East have not 


made the solution of the problem any easier. 


Moscow has 


more than one axe to grind in the Middle East and is en- 
deavoring to use the Arab nations as convenient. tools. 


Had Moscow not interfered so actively in Middle East 
affairs it might have been possible for the Western powers, 
through the United Nations, to have insisted upon a reason- 
able settlement between Arab and Jew. But we have to 
remember that it was Western procrastination in this 
matter that eventually gave the Russians the opportunity 
to take advantage of a worsening situation. This has now 
become so difficult that any action taken by the Western 
powers that does not wholly please the Arab countries is 
liable to be used as an excuse for “playing ball” with Mos- 


cow and the Communist bloc. 


Although the present situation in the Middle East is 
dangerous it is one that is thought to be useful to various 
parties, and this is just what is going to make it difficult 


tor Mr. Hammarskjold to get results. 


While sectional in- 


terests are at variance, it is difficult to find the fine thread 
that might lead to a system of cooperation among all the 


Middle East states. 


Egyptian. President Nasser denies that his country 
“walks in the way of the Communist countries” and says 
that Egypt’s only condition for cooperation with the West 
is that this cooperation does not affect Egypt’s sovereignty 
and independence. This is reassuring, but President Nasser 
stil charges that “Zionist elements and imperialistic coun- 
tries" are attempting to destroy Arab solidarity by raising 
doubts among the Arab states, especially between Egypt, 


saudi Arabia and Syria. 


In a recent interview with the editor of the Cairo 
paper Al Ahram, the Soviet leader, Mr. Khrushchev, is 
reported to have accused “colonialists” of wanting to re- 
main in the area to exploit natural resources and to have 
declared that the Soviet Union’s policy in the Middle East 
was to “help strengthen economic and_ political in- 
dependence” of nations and support those countries strug- 


gling to win independence. 


Mr. Khrushchev’s reference to exploiting “natural re- 
sources” refers chiefly, we presume, to the activities of oil 
companies. But surely, as a whole, the Middle East coun- 
tryes have profited from these activities without which the 
6il might have lain buried under the ground for many years 
to-come? In the early stages of oil development, it is true, 
oil companies able to invest large sums of money in what 
might have been a disastrous gamble, made large profits, 
but today the Arab States"are in a position to make ad- 


vantageous arrangements * 


with oil firms without having 


themselves to find large initial sums for capital investment 


in research and expansion.

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A Bluff or Challenge? 


Japan Socialist Party Eager to Test Strength in General Elections. 


Socialist Party chairman Mo- 
saburo Suzuki has told the 
press that his party will put 


_ pressure upon the Government 


to dissolve the Diet in January. 
He said his party is fully pre- 
pared for a general election. 

Rumors of a January dis- 
solution of the Diet are ram- 
pant, as. followers of Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi are 
believed eager to strengthen 
their position in the Liberal- 
Democratic Party through a 
general election, 

Under the circumstances, it 
is quite understandable that: a 
political leader, conservative or 
socialist, tends to show off the 
strength of his own party. But 
the present situation is that the 
Socialists do not find good poli- 
tical issues to capitalize upon. 


The method used by the U.S. 
military authorities in ousting 
the Red mayor of Naha, Oki- 
nawa, has presented a great op- 
portunity for the Socialists to 
draw popular support to their 
cause. But it remains to be 
seen how much they will ac- 
tually gain from that issue, 

Poor Political Climate 


Apart from the Okinawan is- 
sue, the political climate does 
not seem to favor Socialist hay- 
making. In the so-called anti- 
prostitution law scandal, some 
Liberal-Democrats are being 
questioned by the police. One 
of them has already been in- 
dicted. But the Socialists can- 
not hope to gain much from 
this scandal, which is, despite 
its shameful nature, small in 
scale compared with some past 
scandals involving even a num- 
ber of Socialists. 


The lack of spirit shown in 
the so-called autumn struggles 
of trade unions affiliated with 
Sohyo, the largest national 
labor federation, is certainly an 
indicator. of the current politi- 
cal climate of Japan. 


Confronted by the stern at- 
titude of the Government and 
aware of the lack of popular 
support, the trade unions are 
now awa).ening to the need of 
reexamining their past strug- 
gle tactics. 


Sohyo is a major supporter 
of the Japan Social Democratic 
Party and between the two 
there is close cooperation. It 
behooves the Socialists them- 
selves to learn something from 
the current labor situation. On 
the other hand, the Japan Com- 
munist Party is now vigorously 
trying to do away with their 
past erroneous. tactics and 
make a new bid for popularity. 


Preliminary to their seventh 
national congress in February, 
the Communists have announced 
their draft. policy program. 
They have proposed to form 
what they call a unified national 
democratic front and want to 
drag the Socialists into their 
movement. Their immediate 
aims, such as opposition against 
a Constitutional revision, are in 
line with the Socialist aims. 


The Socialists, therefore, must 
define their own position also 
on this score, 


New Policy Drafted 


In preparation for the Social- 
ist Party convention in January, 
the policy makers of the party 
have charted out the course for 
the Socialist movement in a re- 
cent series of conferences. If 
adopted by the convention, it 
will become the party policy for 
the coming year. 


According to the policy mak- 
ers, the Socialist Party will stick 
to its policy to shun cooperation 
with the Communists “on a 
party-to-party basis.” 


In a general election, the So- 
cialist Party will not put up a 
common front with the Commu- 
nist Party. If the latter chooses 
to support a Socialist candidate 
in a certain electorate, the can-

Asahi Shimbun declared that 
the present deterioration in the 
nation’s international account 
cannot be easily rectified.

The party avoided the 
issue by appointing Secretary 
General Inejiro Asanuma con- 
currently as the policy making 
chairman. 
Two Theories 


Ideologically, the Matsumoto 
faction represents the exponents 
of the so-called peace force 
theory, whose sympathy lies 
with the Soviet Union. 

While the Socialists in gen- 
eral advocate a policy of non- 
alignment or the theory of “the 
third foree,” the Socialists of 
Matsumoto’s faction consider the 
Soviet Union as representing by 
and large the endeavors for 
peace ranged against the “im- 
perialists.” 

The majority in the Socialist 
Party, however, do not approve 
of the peace force theory. 


Speaking for the nonalign- 
ment theory, a Socialist policy 
maker said, “The success of the 
Russian ICBM and man-made 
earth satellites will certainly in- 
tensify the armament race in 
the immediate future. In the 
long run, however, the effort for 
peace will reassert itself with 
renewed vigor and the position 
of the nonaligned countries will 
be strengthened.” 


Main Trouble 


In the January convention, 
the Socialist Party may be able 
to avoid a head-on clash be- 
tween opposing views and also 
between factions. But the dif- 
ference of views cannot be iron- 
ed out simply by discussion. 

And this opposition within the 
party seems to be the main 
trouble for the Socialists. It is 
true that the political climate is 
not. very favorable to them at 
present. But if they could do 
away with the intra-party op- 
position, they would certainly 
be bolder in their moves. 

The Socialist Party enjoys the 
support of large segments of 
this country’s youth and women 
voters. Once it was expected to 
grow more rapidly. 

But it has failed to come up 
to this expectation. And despite 
the boasts of Chairman Suzuki, 
Prime Minister Kishi’s Liberal- 
Democratic Party can contem- 
plate a Diet dissolution without 
seriously worrying about pos- 
sible Socialist gain. 

If the Socialists do gain 
strength, the ambiguous charac- 
ter of their party would turn 
out to be a problem. But it is 
more likely that they will have 
to take stock in order to con- 
solidate their own position be- 
fore challenging the Govern- 
ment party. ‘ 


Meat Rationing in Red China 


HONGKONG _— (INS)—*Abso- 
lute equality is both wrong and 
disadvantageous to the Socialist. 
enterprise,” declared Communist 
China’s People’s Daily, in trying 
to explain why meat is to be 
rationed beginning next month 
and why “higher mental work- 
ers and the higher intellectuals” 
are to be allowed an aduitional 
ration of edible oils, % 


During the “let all flowers 
blossom” and the “rectification” 
campaigns, many complaints 
were publicly made against the 
Peiping regime for its discrimi- 
nation in the matter of meat 
supplies. Cadres and workers 
were supplied with more meat 
than the ordinary citizen. The 
supply of edible oils was also 
uneven with the privileged get- 
ting more than the ordinary 
people. 

Reports seeping through the 
bamboo curtain recently said 
that Chinese Communist boss, 
Mao Tse-tung was also severely 
attacked when he attended “rec- 
tification” meetings in Shanghai 
in September. A number of 
workers at thé meetings compar- 
ed the physical conditions of 
cadres and party members with 
the ordinary person and one 
even shouted at Mao: “Social- 
ism is for the benefit of the par- 
ty only, they eat more and live 
a luxurious life, Look at your- 
self, how fat and healthy you 
are. I will kill you.” 


The state council has now de- 
creed that meat—pork, beef and 
mutton-—-shall be rationed, the 
quantity to be determined by the 


different levels of administra- 


tions “according to prevailing 
concrete circumstances,” 

It stressed that discrimination 
must be abolished except for 
the armed forces where the 
monthly meat ration per soldier 
shall not exceed one and a half 
ecatties (about 26 ounces), and 
for persons “working under 
high temperature, at high alti- 
tude, in wells and under water, 
and hospital patients who may 
be supplied with more meat 
than the ordinary citizen.” 

The edible oil ration is also 
to be determined by the differ- 
ent levels of administrations in 
the different areas according to 
“concrete conditions and cir- 
cumstances,” but “cadres of the 
rank of deputy directors of 
special administrative bureaus, 
deputy directors of departments 
and bureaus, deputy directors of 
divisions and bureaus and above 
and higher intellectuals... shall

be entitled to receive a supple- 
mentary supply of edible oil of 
1.5 catties at double the ordin- 
ary ration prices,” 


“We are not advocators of 
absolute egalitarianism,” em- 
phasized the People’s Daily. 
“Under the socialist system, the 
principle of distribution favors 
remuneration according to 
work. Work in the society has 
to be divided into a number of 
fields and there is no way to 
achieve absolute equality.” 


In answer to complaints that 
too much meat and edible oil 
were being exported, the Peo- 
ple’s Daily said: “The Soviet 
Union and other socialist coun- 
tries have extended their im- 
partial and unselfish assistance 
to China in the building of 
socialism, Because they have 
given us the best equipment 
and. the latest technique, we 
should send them in return a 
commensurate supply of com- 
modities. This is a kind of eco- 
nomic mutual assistance within 
the socialist camp.” 


The newspaper added: “We 
are also morally obliged to 
send out exports to those coun- 
tries which stand in the fore- 
front of the struggle against 
imperialism. It is likewise 
essential that we should send 
part of the pork and edible oil 
to the countries in Soytheast 
Asia.”

YEARBOOK of Fishery Statistics, 
1955-1956 (Vol. VI) Published by 


Food and Agriculture Organization 
(FAQ), Rome. 


- Japan continues to be the 
greatest fish catching nation in 
‘the world, according to the 
“Yearbook of Fishery Statistics,” 
1955-6 (Vol. VI), published by 
the Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization (FAO), Rome, Italy. 

While the figure for the total 
annual Japanese catch for 1956 
is slightly down at 4,763,000 
metric tons as compared with 
4,913,000 metric tons for 1955, 
it is still some 1,800,000 tons 
higher than that of the second 
biggest fishing country, . the 
United States (including Alas- 
ka), which caught 2,936,000 me- 
tric tons in 1956. 


Another interesting item of 
information in the Yearbook is 
that India has joined the select 
few countries—eight in all— 
which now catch more than one 
million tons of fish annually. 
Table 1 in the Yearbook shows 
the annual catch for these eight 
major producing countries, 


The Yearbook also contains 
the »reakdown of the landings 
of selected species in the major 
producing countries, 


Another item of unusual inter- 
est is contained in Table 4 in 
the Yearbook which deals with 
fishing fleets in the major prod- 
ucing countries. This table re- 
veals, for the first time outside 
Soviet Russia, the details of the 
composition of the fishing fleets 
of the USSR. The table shows 
that Soviet Russia now has more 
than 60,000 fishing vessels, of 
which 1,785 are trawlers. 


As in previous issues, the lat- 
est Yearbook contains statistics 
on catches, landings (by weight 
and value), disposition of catch- 
es, production of preserved and 
processed commodities, fishing 
craft and whaling from all coun- 
tries. Improved reporting from 
various countries is reflected in 
refinements and extensions of 
several tables, 


As before, the Yearbook (with 
English, French and Spanish 
text) will be available through- 
out the world at $3 or 15/-, or 
the equivalent of that sum in 
any national currency.

Trade Expansion Eases 


Overseas in 


April-Sept.

(The following is the address 
which Shigeo Horie, president of 
the Bank of Tokyo, delivered at 
the general meeting of stockhold- 
ers held at the head office of the 
bank yesterday. Horie, head of 
the only bank in Japan specializ- 
ing in foreign exchange transac- 
tions is well versed in interna- 
tional monetary situation and 
well-known as a theorist on eco- 
nomic affairs. His economic analy-

A general 
developments abroad in the s1x- 
month period up to September 
1957 shows that the pace of 
economic expansion has further 
slowed down in the United 
States and European countries, 
the inflationary pressures nave 
remained persistent, and dis 
equilibrium intensified in their 
external payments balances. 
Practically, there have been no 
significant changes in the busi- 
ness conditions, 


The gross national products of 
the United States in the first 
half of this year apparently rec- 
orded larger returns than in the 
preceding half year. But if al- 
lowance is made for the price 
increase during the period, it 
may safely be said that the ad- 
vance of national production has 
virtually come to a halt. 


Manufacturing industries in- 
vestment activity seems to have 
slackened still further, while in- 
dustrial production has taken a 
downward drift, though slightly, 
from the peak it reached in the 
fourth quarter of last year, and 
steel mill operations declined 
appreciably. 

In west European countries, 
industrial production in the first 
six months of this year appears 
to have recovered somewhat 


from the stagnation it experi- 


enccd in the second half of last 
year. Particularly noticeable is 
the upturn the United Kincdom 
production made in May this 
year, emerging from the com- 
plete dullness it had sustained 
since last year. Generally speak- 
ing, consumption has continued 
to hold up comparatively well, 
while investment activity, as in 
the United States, is becoming 
less the backbone of business 
prosperity. 


Such sluggishness in business 
conditions is well explained by 
the restrictive measures of each 
of the Governments against ex- 
cessive demand, as well as the 
limited productive capacities 
and the available labor power. 
Considered no less responsible 
is the fact that enterprisers have 
tended increasingly to restrain 
themselves from further invest- 
ments because of misgivings 
over excessive production facili- 
ties and diminishing profits in 
their undertakings. 


With the rate of economic ex- 
pansion declining in these coun- 
tries, the inflationary trend is 
found ever intensifying without 
respite. This is clear from the 
fact that, starting in April this 
year, the central banks have 
again resorted to the raising of 
the official discount rates which 
they had kept relatively steady 
since around the autumn of 
1956. 

Since the inflationary ten- 
dency would seem to have re- 
sulted from the faster rise in 
wages than in productivity 
rather than from excessive de- 
mand, it is doubtful whether the 
tight money measures the Gov- 
ernments have taken to coun- 
teract the inflationary pressures 
will be successful. 

World Payments Difficulties 

The dollar shortage in western 
Europe has again presented it- 
self as a major problem since 
the last quarter of 1956. 

Notable among the reasong ac- 
counting for this shortage are 
the oil imports from the dollar 
area occasioned by: the closing 
of the Suez Canal; the rise in 
grain imports due to the frost 
damage of last year; the heavy 
drawings on short-term sterling 
and French franc funds caused 
by the Middle East disturbance; 
the import expansion arising 
from the boom conditions; and 
the slackening in exports to the 
United States consequent upon 
the stagnant business trend 
there. 

Equally important is the dis- 
equilibrium between the cur- 
rency rates due to the difference 
in inflationary pressures that 
have affected west European 
countries in varying degrees. 

This lack of balance between 
the currency rates has given 
rise not only to the acute short- 
age of doilars in the whole of 
western Europe, but also to the 
distinct maldistribution of gold 
and foreign exchange reserves 
in favor of West Germany. 

Squarely confronted with the 
external payments crisis, France 
on Aug. 12 virtually devalued 
the franc by 20 per cent. With 
this as a Momentum, a re-align- 
ment of exchange rates for the 
leading currencies of western 
Europe including the pound 
sterling and the German mark 
has become a subject of great 


importance to the entire world. 


Subsequent to the virtual 
devaluation of the Frerich franc, 
there was an active flight from 
the pound sterling and the 
Dutch guilder to such stable cur- 
rencies as the U.S. dcllar and 
the German mark in anticipa- 
tion of devaluation in the United 
Kingdom and the Netherlands, 
resulting in a heavy drain on 
the gold and dollar reserves of 


-both countries since August. 


To tide over the difficulties 
the British Government on Sept. 
19 raised the Bank Rate to 7 
per. cent, the highest level ever 
recorded since 1920, and an- 
nounced steps to be taken to

strengthen the credit squeeze. 

At about the same time, the 
Government of West Germany, 
contrariwise, reduced the official 
discount rate as a means of 
responding to the request that 
the mark parity be raised. 

IMF Meeting 

With the eyes of the world 
upon it the International Mone- 
tary Fund on Sept. 23 convened 
its general meeting, at which, 
opportunities to solve the pro- 
blem of realigning the currency 
rates for West European coun- 
tries were provided. 

At this meeting, the British 
representative announced that 
the United Kingdom would 
maintain the parity of the 
pound through the recovery of 
international confidence in its 
currency by putting stronger 
stress on credit restriction at 
home. 

The West German delegation, 
on the other hand, reaffirmed 
its determination to counter the 
mounting foreign currency re- 
serves by means of encouraging 
imports, foreign investment, 
and the settlement of old debts, 
leaving the parity of the mark 
at its current level. 

The Fund gave full support to 
their resolution, and it seems 
that the question of currency 
rate re-alignment has thus been 
provisionally dealt with for the 
present. 

Yet there remain many prob- 
lems requiring solution in re- 
spect of the growing disequili- 
brium in the external payments 
balances of many countries, 
The future development of the 
economic situation in this region 
of the world therefore needs to 
be studied with the utmost care. 

In less-advanced countries, in- 
flationary pressures have been 
even stronger than in advanced 
countries, and their external 
payments position deteriorated 
at a faster rate. Thus, the dif- 
ference in economic power be- 
tween advanced and less-advanc- 
ed countries seems to be con- 
stantly widening. 

Refiecting the business stagna- 
tion in the United States and 
European countries, the Iinter- 
national market is constantly 
weakening’ for all primary pro- 
ducts other than raw wool 
major export items of less- 
developed countries. Because o: 
this, exports of less-advance. 
countries have been running far 
behind those of advanced coun- 
tries, taking a still smaller share 
in world trade than in the 
previous half year. 

The inflationary trend has 
further intensified in less- 
developed countries consequent 
upon their enforced national 
development plans, heavy de 
fense costs, and the poor harvest 
of last year in some part of 
Southeast Asia. 

Notwithstanding the strict 
control measures enforced, im- 
ports have been constantly on 
the rise, and as a result these 
countries are faced with mount- 
ing payments difficulties. 

In the meantime, the inflow of 
foreign capital, chiefly from the 
United States, into these coun- 
tries has not been so active as 
had been expected. Thus capi- 
tal shortage of these countries 
remains as acute as ever. 

Briefly stated, it would seem 
that under the continuing in- 
flationary pressures and ag: 
gravating external payments 
disequilibrium, uneasiness is 
gaining ground about the course 
the world.economy may follow 
from now on, and that its future 
prospect admits of no optimism, 

Under the circumstances, it is 
of paramount importance for the 
countries of the world, especial- 
ly the creditor nations such as 
the United States and West Ger- 
many, to render more coopera- 
tive assistance in a common ef- 
fort to stabilize and develop 
world economy. 


Policies Take Effect 

A general survey of the econo 
mic situation at home over the . 
past half year reveals that this 
country has passed through an 
eventful period of economic 
vicissitudes. 

The nation’s external econo- 
mic position that started to de- 
teriorate in the previous half 
year has weakened still further 
to threaten the whole economy. 

A series of stringent economic 
measures the Government adopt- 
ed to reverse the situation pro- 
duced a severe impact on every 
sector of the economy, bringing 
about a spectacular change in 
Dusiness conditions. Fortunate- 
ly, however, the remedial steps 
began to find a favorable re- 
sponse in trade figures much 
earlier than’ expected, and in 
September there appeared a 
symptom of restoration to equili- 
brium in the external payments 
balance. 

This country’s exports in the 
half-yearly period showed a gen- 
erally moderate expansion over 
the high levels at which they 
had stood for the past few years. 
On the other hand, imports, the 
.steep expansion of which in the 
previous half year was most 
alarming, climbed sharply at an 
even faster pace. 

In consequence, the foreign 
exchange accounts, which on an 
average recorded surplus Dal- 
ances throughout 1956, has con- 
tinued in the red since January 
this year. Notably in June and 
July, the deficit balances rose 
above the $100-million level. 


Drain on Holdings 

This resulted in a drastic 
drain on the nation’s foreign 
currency holdings which stood 
at $1,421 million at the end of 
last year but fell to $879 million 
at the end of June, a consider- 
able contraction of $542 million 
in the six-month period, accord-
